FOREIGN OFFICE HAS BEEN USING THE OCCASION OF 
SECRETARY KISSINGER'S UPCOMING VISIT TO HOLD THE LINE 
AGAINST SUCH DRASTIC PRO-ARAB MOVES AS BREAKING 
RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL. IF THE SECRETARY CAN ASSURE
